Opening Statement 
On Saturday, May 18, 2013, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators responded to an 


incident command post established by Century Station personnel on Compton Avenue 
and Gage Boulevard. Sergeant Sonja Bracken, Sergeant Mark Lopez and Lieutenant 
Patrick Libertone were briefed regarding the circumstances of a Deputy Involved 
Shooting. Sergeant Sonja Bracken was assigned the responsibility for the 
administrative review of the incident. 


Synopsis 

On May 18, 2013, Deputies Шс Oscar Barrios were patrolling in a marked 
patrol car when they saw Suspect Terry Laffitte riding his bicycle south on Miramonte 
Boulevard from 60" Street. The bicycle did not have a head light or tail light and the 
suspect appeared to be intoxicated. The deputies attempted to conduct a bicycle stop, 
but the suspect refused to stop and continued to ride away from them. 


Suspect Laffitte rode his bicycle down the driveway at | ШЕ Miramonte Boulevard and to 
the back of a residence. The deputies exited their patrol car and followed Suspect 
Laffitte on foot. When Deputy Barrios attempted to contact Suspect Laffitte, he punched 
him (Deputy Barrios) in the face. Suspect Laffitte then tackled the deputies, knocking 
both of them to the ground. While struggling with Suspect Laffitte on the ground, Deputy 
Barrios was able to place one handcuff on his left wrist.

Suspect Laffitte suffered one gunshot wound to the head and one gunshot wound to the 
tight leg. He was pronounced dead at the scene. 


Suspect Laffitte’s Smith & Wesson, 38 Special, 5 shot revolver, and “Phantom” black 
plastic BB gun, were recovered at the scene. Additionally, two expended 9mm shell 
casings were recovered at the scene.

The shooting scene was illuminated by 
ambient lighting from the interior of the house. The weather was fair, crisp and clear, 
with no precipitation.

Homicide investigators interviewed all involved personnel on the date of this incident. А 
summary of their interviews may be found in Exhibit A, pages 7-20 of the Homicide 
Investigation Book. The verbatim transcripts of those interviews are enclosed in this 
case. This IAB investigator reviewed the audio recordings of those interviews and found 
that Homicide's summary of each interview is an accurate account of what was said. Per 
Department protocol, none of the deputies authored a report regarding this incident.

On October 28, 2014, at approximately 1330 hours, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants 
Sonja Bracken and Eric Eitner interviewed Deputy Oscar Barrios. Also present during 
the interview was Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons from Green and Shinee. The interview 
took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally recorded for review. The 
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following is a summary of that interview. 


At the time of this incident, Deputy Barrios had been assigned to Century Station for 
approximately MW and he had worked with Deputy [For approximately 

They had discussed tactics, scenarios and radio traffic coordination during 
those MN That night, Deputy Barrios was equipped with a sap, baton and 
pepperspray. He and his partner did not have a taser or stunbag in their patrol car. 
Deputy Barrios was not carrying a taser because there were not enough tasers available 
for distribution at Century Station. 


On that night, Deputy Barrios noticed Suspect Laffitte riding his bicycle in the area of 60" 
Street and Miramonte Boulevard. He noticed Suspect Laffitte’s bicycle did not have a 
light affixed to it for riding during nighttime hours, a violation of the vehicle code. Suspect 
Laffitte was swaying back and forth as he was riding his bicycle and he also rode south in 
the northbound lane. Deputy Barrios believed that Suspect Laffitte could be under the 
influence of either alcohol or drugs. Deputy Barrios told his partner that they were going 
to contact Suspect Laffitte to address the violations. They illuminated Suspect Laffitte 
with their patrol car spotlights and the vehicle’s headlights. Both deputies yelled for 
Suspect Laffitte to stop his bicycle. Suspect Laffitte appeared to turn and look at their 
patrol car but still continued to ride away from them on Miramonte Boulevard. 


Once Suspect Laffitte arrived at [J Miramonte Boulevard, he proceed east down the 
driveway. Suspect Laffitte appeared to crash his bicycle into a vehicle in the driveway. 
He continued walking down the driveway, between the south side of the house and the 
vehicles parked in the driveway, as he attempted to carry his bicycle. Both deputies 
continued to give Suspect Laffitte commands to stop. Deputy Barrios did not consider 
requesting any units for backup for these reasons: Suspect Laffitte did not appear to pose 
an immediate threat, Suspect Laffitte did not make any movements that led him (Deputy 
Barrios) to believe that he was armed, Deputy Barrios was there with a partner, they were 
aware of their location, and they were going to contact Suspect Laffitte for very minor 
violations. Both deputies decided to go down the driveway after him stepping over his 
bike that he had left between the parked cars. 


Suspect Laffitte reached the end of the house and into the backyard area. Deputy 
Barrios identified himself to Suspect Laffitte, ordered him to stop and place his hands on 
his head. As soon as Deputy Barrios grabbed Suspect Laffitte’s left arm, Suspect Laffitte 
turned and punched him in his face with his right fist. The punch temporarily disoriented 
Deputy Barrios and caused him to stumble backwards. Deputy Barrios was able to 
regain his composure and grab Suspect Laffitte’s sweater with both hands. Deputy 
Barrios continued to give him commands as he attempted to take him to the ground. 
Suddenly, Suspect Laffitte growled, bear hugged both deputies and took them both to the 
ground. They all landed in a small area between the back of the house and a shed. 
Suspect Laffitte's head was to the south and his feet were to the north and he was on his 
stomach. Deputy Barrios was positioned at Suspect Laffitte's lower body on his left side. 
Deputy Mas positioned at Suspect Laffitte's upper body and on his right side. 
Deputy Barrios used crime scene pictures in Exhibit B to depict their locations. 
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Suspect Laffitte attempted to get up off the ground and refused to relinquish his hands to 
the deputies. Deputy Barrios requested assistance via his Sheriff's portable radio. 


As they were struggling with Suspect Laffitte, Deputy Barrios heard several people exiting 
the house and yelling at them from two separate doorways. There were two back doors 
to the house, one was to the north of the deputies and the other was to the immediate 
west. At this point, Deputy Barrios felt he and his partner were going to be assaulted and 
Suspect Laffitte was possibly going to be lynched. He also felt that if Suspect Laffitte 
was able to get to his feet, he (Barrios) and Deputy Would be hurt very bad due to 
his size and nature. Deputy Barrios struck Suspect Laffitte several times with his sap in 
his hamstring area eight to ten times, while still giving him commands to surrender. 
Deputy Barrios saw several people surrounding and engaging his partner. Deputy 

ave commands for them to get back. Deputy Barrios used his radio again to 
request assistance. Deputy Barrios identified Witness] as the male who 
walked behind him and attempted to push him off of Suspect Laffitte. Witness ШЕН 
eventually stopped and walked away. Deputy Barrios was able to place one handcuff on 
Suspect Laffitte’s left hand. Deputy Barrios believed he used his radio again to request 
assistance. From his position, Deputy Barrios could not see Suspect Laffitte's right 
hand. He saw Deputy back towards him and across the upper part of Suspect 
Laffitte's body. He could not see if Deput had Suspect Laffitte in a carotid 
restraint. He did not see anyone assault Deputy| nor did he see Deputy аш 
kick anyone. Deputy Barrios believed he requested assistance again via his portable 
radio. 


After several minutes, Deputy Barrios heard Deputy Mi screaming that Suspect 
Laffitte was grabbing his gun. Within seconds, Suspect Laffitte's left hand was moving 
up and down near the rear of his own waistband area. Suddenly, Suspect Laffitte 
produced a firearm with his left hand. Deputy Barrios alerted his partner yelling, “He's 
got a gun, he’s got a gun, he’s got a дип!” Deputy Barrios still had ahold of the chain 
area of the handcuff attached to Suspect Laffitte, so he could feel that he (Laffitte) was 
overpowering him. Fearing for his and his partner's safety, as well as other people who 
were around, Deputy Barrios drew his firearm and fired one round directly into Suspect 
Laffitte's right hamstring area. Не fired the contact shot into his hamstring because that 
was the only body part exposed to him being in his position. Deputy Barrios fired his 
round in an attempt to incapacitate him and stop the threat. He also wanted to minimize 
the chance of any ricochet striking himself or anyone else. 


Once he fired his round, Deputy Barrios believed he heard another gunshot almost 
simultaneously. He was not sure who had fired, so he turned to check his partner. 
Suspect Laffitte’s body went limp and with the assistance of his partner, Deputy Barrios 
continued with handcuffing him. As he handcuffed him, the firearm that Suspect Laffitte 
had fell on the ground, to the right side of his body. At that point, Deputy Barrios saw 
Witness looking at and appearing to want to retrieve that firearm. Based on 

j gressive actions, Deputy Barrios pointed his own firearm at him 

nd retrieved the firearm from the ground. Assisting units and Sergeant Oscar 
Veloz had arrived on scene. Deputy Barrios did not manipulate Suspect Laffitte's firearm 
in anyway, he immediately gave that firearm to Sergeant Veloz to secure as evidence. 
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Deputy Barrios did not want to discharge pepperspray in this incident due to the close 
quarters they were in. He did not want to possibly contaminate and incapacitate himself 
or his partner, especially with the hostile people surrounding them. He also did not feel 
that pepperspray would have any effect on Suspect Laffitte based on his level of 
intoxication. Deputy Barrios felt like the incident lasted a very long time. It was the 
longest altercation he'd ever been in. During the struggle with Suspect Laffitte, Deputy 
Barrios felt himself getting winded. He felt scared and that with the aggressiveness of 
the other people from the house, he and/or Deputy соо have been killed. 


Deputy Barrios said it appeared to be a normal busy night at Century Station. The field 
units were not properly staffed and he was not sure how many units had been busted. 
Even with that knowledge, Deputy Barrios still felt comfortable proceeding down the 
driveway after Suspect Laffitte that night. He felt that due to the minor offense that they 
were contacting Suspect Laffitte for, as patrol deputies they have an obligation and a 
responsibility to carry out their duties. He felt it was no different than a call for service of 
a spousal assault, shooting or an assistance request. Deputy Barrios did not recall being 
at [Miramonte Boulevard on a previous call for service and did not recall that location 
being associated with any gang. 


Deputy Barrios said this situation was very tense and rapidly evolving. This was the 
most stressful and most fearful tactical situation in his career. It was very mentally and 
physically challenging for him and Deput ll) не has reverence for life and respect 
for people that he contacts. It was unfortunate that Suspect Laffitte lost his life. He also 
felt that better staffing issues may have resulted in a quicker response by deputy 
personnel and may have ended the problem a little differently.

He and Deputy Barrios had been working together for approximately 

EE They had discussed tactics, scenarios and radio traffic coordination over the 
course MN On the night of this incident, Deputy Iwas equipped with 
pepperspray as far as less lethal weapons. He did not have a baton on his person. He 
had the Department issued PR24 side handle baton in the trunk of their patrol vehicle. 
He could not recall if they had a stunbag in their patrol vehicle that night. He did not have 
a taser with him because at the time Century Station did not have enough to go around. 


Deputy MM essentially said the same as Deputy Barrios regarding the observation of 
Suspect Laffitte on his bicycle and the discussion about the violations they were going to 
contact him for. He also said the same regarding illuminating Suspect Laffitte with their 
spotlights and telling him to stop while he was riding south on Miramonte Boulevard. It 
appeared to Deputy that Suspect Laffitte may have clipped a parked vehicle on 
the east side of the street, while riding away from them. Deputy formed the 
opinion that Suspect Laffitte was possibly intoxicated or under the influence of a drug. 
As Suspect Laffitte got to [J Miramonte Boulevard he appeared to use his feet as 
brakes. He did not notice anything overt in Suspect Laffitte’s hands or waistband. 
Suspect Laffitte crashed into a wrought iron fence along the south side of the driveway 
and came to a stop. He then began to walk the bicycle east between the south side of 
the house and the parked vehicles in the driveway. 


Both deputies exited their vehicle and proceeded to follow him down the driveway. 
Deputy Mi ecalled his partner telling him, “Hey, | got the address.” Deputy 

did not consider getting on his portable radio to request backup. It did not appear to him 
that Suspect Laffitte was trying to evade them, he appeared severely intoxicated or under 
the influence and may not have known where he was. Іп his experience, if someone is 
going to run from deputies, they would ditch the bicycle and run. Both deputies identified 
themselves as deputy sheriffs and gave Suspect Laffitte commands to stop. Both 
deputies stepped over Suspect Laffitte's bicycle as they entered the backyard to contact 
him. As Suspect Laffitte turned to the north and appeared to be trying to enter the back 
door (east side), Deputy Barrios grabbed him. Suspect Laffitte then turned and punched 
Deputy Barrios in his face. бери punched Suspect Laffitte in his face with his 
left fist, which appeared to have no effect on him. Suspect Laffitte continued to struggle 
with Deputy Barrios; he ended up using a bear hug and taking both deputies to the 
ground.

At this point, Deputy [recalled telling Deputy Barrios to put out the emergent radio 


Deputy Mi then saw several 
people emerging from the rear of the house, from a south facing door and an east facing 
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door. The people began yelling profanities and telling both deputies to get out of here, so 
Deputy Milli ev his firearm and instructed them to stay back. He recalled an older 
female who came out and tried to pull Suspect Laffitte away and yelling, “Hey let him go. 
That's my [ DeputI was shown pictures of the people from the house 
but he was not sure which woman was trying to pull Suspect Laffitte away. He recalled 
Witness [came out of the south facing door, near Deputy Barrios. 


As Deputy ttempted to keep Suspect Laffitte on the ground, Witness ЕЕЕ 
kicked him ( n the right side of his body. Also while trying to keep Suspect 
Laffitte on the ground, Deputy Mfirearm, which was in his right hand, ended up 
underneath Suspect Laffitte’s body.

Once he heard the emergent radio traffic by Deputy Barrios, Deputy Martinez responded 
to the location. He and his partner were the first assisting unit on scene. They sawa 
patrol car parked at the driveway at so they proceeded down the driveway. As he 
ran down the driveway, he briefly saw Deputies Barrios and г the ground to the 
north between the back of the house and a shed. Those two deputies were struggling to 
keep Suspect Laffitte on the ground. He then saw Witness ЩИ who he recognized 
as an East Coast gang member from previous responses to the house. Witness 
ШШЕ ut his hands up and went to the ground. Deputy Martinez then saw another 
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unidentified female standing to the south of the shed near Deputies Barrios and 0 
Deputy Saul Gomez went to detain the unknown female while he (Martinez) detained 
Witness Món the ground. Deputy Martinez used crime scene pictures to depict 
the witnesses’ positions, as well as Deputies Barrios and Pp ositions in Exhibit B. 


Deputy Martinez did not see either deputy strike Suspect Laffitte with anything or kick him. 
Deputy Martinez did not recall seeing either deputy engaging with other people from the 
house.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the May 18, 2013, fatal shooting of Terry Laffitte by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputies Oscar Barrios and Bl = We have 
concluded that Deputies Barrios and {acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. 


The District Attorney Command Center was notified of the shooting at approximately 

10:27 p.m., on May 18, 2013. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy 
District Attorney Jason Lustig and District Attorney Supervising Investigator Larry Dimmick, 
responded to the location. They were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the 
shooting and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based upon investigative reports, analyzed evidence reports and 
witness statements taken during the investigation by the LASD and submitted to this office by 
LASD Homicide Bureau Detective Angus Ferguson. Compelled statements were not considered 
in this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On May 18, 2013, at approximately 9:10 p.m., LASD Deputies Oscar Barrios and mE 
were on uniformed patrol in a marked patrol car driving east on 60" Street approaching 
Miramonte Avenue in the Florence/Firestone area of Los Angeles County. They saw Terry 
Laffitte riding a bicycle without lights south on Miramonte Avenue from 60" Street, Deputy 
Barrios turned south on 60" Street to follow Laffitte. When the deputies shined the patrol car's 
spotlights at him, Laffitte looked at the patrol car, swerved east in front of the deputies and 
continued riding south in the northbound lanes of Miramonte Avenue. Ignoring the deputies’ 
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orders to stop, Laffitte continued riding south to lll Miramonte Avenue where he turned into 
the driveway of his residence. The deputies stopped in the driveway apron, exited the patrol car 
and followed Laffitte down the driveway. While riding down the driveway, Laffitte collided into 
a parked car and fell. He picked up the bicycle and staggered to the rear of the residence where 
the deputies tried to detain him. Laffitte appeared to be intoxicated. 


When Deputy Barrios walked up to him, Laffitte turned and punched Barrios in the chin, 
knocking him backwards. Deputy stepped forward and punched Laffitte once in the face. 

blow had no apparent effect on Laffitte who grabbed both deputies in a bear hug, 
causing all three to fall to the ground.! While on the ground, Laffitte ignored the deputies’ 
orders to stop resisting and physically resisted their efforts to handcuff him. During the struggle, 
several of Laffitte’s family members exited the residence and began yelling profanities at the 
deputies. tried to place a choke hold on Laffitte. Barrios hit Laffitte in the legs several 
times with a small baton known as a “sap.” At the same time, | pointed his service weapon 
at the hostile individuals from the residence to keep them away. Barrios put his sap back in his 
pocket, removed his service weapon and ordered the residents to step back at gunpoint. While 
Laffitte was on his hands and knees trying to stand, he grabbed pistol. yelled 
that Laffitte was trying to take his gun. After a brief struggle, Ж: control of the 
firearm. During the struggle, a male grabbed from behind and a female kicked him in the 
shoulder. In response, Ml kicked the female in the stomach, knocking her through a 
doorway. Barrios felt someone push his back several times. 


Barrios managed to get Laffitte’s left hand behind his back and attached a handcuff. While 
trying to control Laffitte' s right hand, Barrios saw a gun in Laffitte’s left hand. Barrios yelled 
several times, “He’s got a gun! He’s going to shoot! In fear for their lives, fired one 
round into Laffitte’s head and Barrios fired one round into the rear of his right leg.” Laffitte 
dropped the gun and the deputies handcuffed him. Once Laffitte was handcuffed, Г sew the 
revolver on the ground next to him.’ Barrios saw one of the males from the residence moving 
toward the gun. Barrios ordered the male to step away, picked up the gun and put it in his pocket 
for safekeeping. Shortly thereafter, Barrios gave the gun to a responding sergeant. The struggle 
with Laffitte lasted about four minutes. 


At 9:30 p.m., paramedics pronounced Laffitte dead at the scene. On May 21, 2013, Los Angeles 
County Deputy Medical Examiner Jeffrey Gutstadt performed a postmortem examination of 
Laffitte's remains and determined the cause of death to be two gunshot wounds to the head and 
right leg. His blood showed evidence of relatively recent marijuana consumption and an alcohol 
level of approximately .07 percent. His blood also contained therapeutic levels of tramadol, a 


Y Laffitte was 49 years old, 617 tall and weighed 361 pounds, according to the Coroner's Report. 

2 Responding to the primary deputies’ request for assistance, Deputies Martinez and Gomez saw the two deputies 

wrestling with Laffitte on the ground. They heard someone yell, “Gun, gun, gun!” followed by two to three 
inshots. 

Pme deputies were armed with Beretta, model 92Fs, 9mm semiautomatic pistols. 


+ Laffitte was armed with an unloaded, Smith & Wesson, model 38. .38 special caliber revolver. An LASD firearms 
ыш —— 
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narcotic-like pain reliever, and cyclobenzaprine, a muscle relaxant pain reliever sold under the 
brand name Flexeril. At the scene, a coroner’s investigator recovered a loaded, black plastic BB 
handgun from the front pouch pocket of Laffitte’s sweatshirt. Near Laffitte’s bicycle, 
investigators recovered a small baggie of marijuana. In his shorts pocket, Laffitte had a portion 
of anylon stocking, commonly used as a disguise by criminals. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. Penal Code § 197; People у. Randle (2005) 35 Cal.4th 987, 994 (overruled on 
another ground in People v. Chun (2009) 45 Cal.4th 1172, 1201); People v. Humphrey (1996) 13 
Cal.4th 1073, 1082; see also, CALCRIM No. 505. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. CALCRIM No. 3470. If the 
person's belicfs were reasonable, the danger does not need to have actually existed. Id. 


“When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety.” People v. Collins (1961) 
189 Cal.App.2d 575. 


“The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than the 20/20 vision of hindsight. . . . The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are often forced to make 
split-second judgments — in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving — about 
the amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation.” Graham у. Conner (1989) 490 
U.S. 386, 396-397. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies Barrios and Ml attempted 
to contact Laffitte regarding a traffic violation. Laffitte ignored the deputies’ orders to stop and 
instead rode his bicycle on the wrong side of the street to his residence. When the deputies tried 
to detain him, Laffitte punched Barrios, then grabbed the deputies and brought them to the 
ground. He ignored the deputies’ orders to put his hands behind his back and physically resisted 
their attempts to handcuff him. When Laffitte momentarily grabbed ЕЕЕ pistol and the 
verbally abusive residents began pushing and pulling them, the danger to the deputies escalated 
significantly. When Barrios saw the revolver in Laffitte’s hand, һе reasonably believed that 
Laffitte intended to shoot them and warned his partner. In imminent fear of great bodily injury 
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or death to themselves and each other, Barrios and ЕЕ cach fired one round from their 
service weapons, striking Laffitte in the leg and head, respectively, ending the threat. 


The deputies had no way of knowing that Laffitte's revolver was unloaded. Their belief that 
Laffitte was about to shoot them was eminently reasonably. Legally justified self-defense does 
not require that the danger actually existed. CALCRIM No. 3470. 


Given the rapidly evolving, life threatening situation that confronted Deputies Barrios and 
guum we conclude that they acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. We are 
therefore closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
